Sleddog society ceasing operations

The Rosebud Run Sleddog Society has decided to 
cease operations effective May 31. 

The decision was made at a society board meeting 
on Jan. 12. 

Bill Windsor, president of the society, said the 
decision was made following several instances of 
abuse race volunteers received from racers at the 
December 2014 Rosebud Run race. He said those 
instances followed up on previous abuse volunteers 
had received during previous races. 

During a meeting of town council last week, 
Windsor informed council members of the society’s 
decision. 

“This seems to be a culture of the (musher) com¬ 
munity,” he said. “It's almost universal that it’s 
accepted. We couldn't do it any longer. It’s unfortu¬ 
nate but that’s the way it’s gone.” 

In an interview, Windsor said volunteers were 
greatly impacted by the abuse, some losing sleep 


over the incidents. 

“There were some incidents leading up to the 
(December 2014) races and at the races in December 
where the mashers were disrespectful and abusive of 
the volunteers. There had been incidents (previous 
to December 2014) but it was particularly harsh this 
time," he said. 

Windsor said in light of the fact that the society has 
been operating for almost 10 years, it was a difficult 
decision for the board members to make. 

“The difficulty is that the people involved in this 
thoroughly er\joyed putting on this event for the 
people who appreciated it. But it was unfair to those 
same people that were putting this thing on, that 
were put in awkward positions where they were 
unable to sleep and unable to eat for days because 
of the treatment they were receiving. It just isn’t an 
acceptable treatment of our volunteers,” he said. 

“It is disappointing that the community is losing 
this event. However, what would be a real shame is 
if we allowed the disrespect ... to continue." 

Locally, Windsor said the closing of the trails will 


have a negative impact on society members who 
used the facility. For others however, Winsdor said 
they will benefit from the trails being closed, because 
they will now have access to Rosebud Park that they 
didn't have before, because it was being used by 
mushers. 

Windsor said he’s not sure what the impact will 
be for the racers who came to the Rosebud Run for 
several years. Windsor said he knows of three other 
races in Western Canada that have also discontin¬ 
ued in recent years due to the same issue. A race in 
Elkford, B.C. discontinued a few years ago, as did 
a race in Grande lYairie, and the Bootleg Sled Dog 
races in Kimberley, B.C. 

Windsor said every community that holds a race 
must find plenty of volunteers who are passionate 
about the sport. But it’s becoming more difficult to 
find volunteers if they see their efforts not being 
appreciated. About 50 volunteers came out to help 
with more recent races at Rosebud Park, while in 
the past, Windsor said more people helped out race 
organizers.

franchise fee to 17 per 
cent at their meeting on 
Jan. 27. 

The new rate will take 
effect in January 2016. 
The current rate is 12.5 
per cent. 

The franchise fee 
allows municipalities to 
charge utility companies 
such as FortisAlberta a 
fee for allowing those 
companies to install their 
infrastruaeture on town 
land or for the exclusive 
right to provide distribu¬ 
tion access service within 
a municipality. 

Franchise fees are 
capped at 20 per cent 

FortisAlberta in turn 
flows that fee on to cus¬ 
tomers in Didsbury who 
are charged the fee on 
their monthly bills. 

In a briefing note 
to council members, 
Christofer Atchison, the 
town’s manager of legis¬ 
lative services, said that 
because the upcoming 


discontinue the Municipal 
Sustainability Initiative 
program which munici¬ 
palities use to fund infra¬ 
structure projects. 

But by raising the fran¬ 
chise fee, some of that 
money that usually comes 
from the MSI grant could 
be offset by the increase 
in revenue from franchise 
fees. If the MSI program 
continues, an increase 
in franchise fee revenue 
could be allocated to 
amortization. 

Atchison also pointed 
out that franchise fees 
impact everyone, includ¬ 
ing schools and churches, 
which don’t pay property 
taxes. Because of every¬ 
one paying franchise fees, 
those who do pay prop¬ 
erty taxes benefit, as they 
pay lower taxes than if 
there were no franchise 
fees. 

“This Is the rigid way to 
push for alternative ener¬ 
gy,” Coun. Sheila Shulz 
said.

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Cooper acclaimed Wildrose candidate

Carstairs councillor Nathan Cooper will be the 
Wildrose party’s Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills constitu¬ 
ency candidat e in the next provincial election. 

He was acclaimed once the constituency’s nomina¬ 
tions closed Jan. 30 as he was unopposed in his bid, 
according to Alex Pratt , the constituency association 
president. 

Cooper was out of the country and unable to be 
reached for comment by press time. 

The official announcement of Cooper’s acclamation 
will be made during the constituency association’s 
aiumal general meeting in Olds on Feb. 28, Pratt said. 


The association is gearing up for a possible spring 
provincial election. 

“It’s the signals we’re getting,” said Pratt, adding he 
gets that sense from listening to Premier Jim I*rentice 
in the media “Beyond his words he’s saying he doesn’t 
have a mandate.” 

Starting in 2012, general elections in Alberta are to 
be held between March 1 and May 31 every four years. 

That doesn’t mean an election can’t be held before 
2016, Pratt said, as it is up to the premier to decide the 
date of an election. 

The Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills Wildrose constitu¬ 
ency association has been working on sufficing its 
bylaws to have a candidate in place, he said. 

Cooper is “very motivated on principle,” said Pratt. 


In addition to being a Carstairs councillor, the father 
of three serves as chief of staff for the Wildrose official 
Opposition in Edmonton. 

“He’s got a foot in the door in terms of knowledge so 
he’s got a good foot in the door.” 

In announcing his candidar y for nomination, Cooper 
described himself as a lifelong conserv ative, advocat¬ 
ing principled policies that put local families, burners, 
small businesses and communities first. 

“Strong families and communities are the back¬ 
bone of Alberta’s economy. A public official’s first 
job is to represent the interests of local constitu¬ 
ents, a duty I pledge to fully embrace," Cooper was 
quoted as saying when he announced his candi¬ 
dacy.
